nine died in the same way. Of one 
hundred and seventeen such births 
recorded in -Lorraine, thirteen 
were stillborn, and thirty-nine died 
of convulsive disorders shortly after 
birth. One drunken father bad seven 
stillborn children in succession; ano- 
ther lost eight of twelve by convul- 
sions. It is not alone as a direct 
result of inebriety that a defective 
nervous system is thus transmitted. 
Even in his sober intervals, he whose 
nervous system has been shattered by 
alcohol is liable to have a degenerate 
or diseased offspring. Of eighteen 
children recorded as born under these 
circumstances, Voisin found eight 
epileptic and ten idiotic. As if to 
rove beyond the possibility of a 
oubt that such degeneracy is due to 
the alcoholism of the parent, and to 
that alone, two French investigators, 
Mairet and Combemale, performed a 
series of experiments on dogs, 
which they showed that the same 
result which the chronic inebriate is 
accused of ucing in his offspring, 
through selfish can 
uced at will in the offspring of 
ower animals by compulsory induc- 
-tion of the same vice in them.

This experiment was duplica- 
ted and its general result confirmed. 
An analysis of the alcoholic habit in 
the department of Finisterre, where 
alcoholism is the curse of both sexes, 
showed that it produced weak-mind- 
edness, idiocy, hydrocephalus, epil- 
epey, and criminality to an almost in- 
credible extent. Fortunately for the 
community, the stock blighted by 
e curse of inebriety ultimately dies 
out, But often the malign influence 
extends thro three and four gene- 
rations before becoming extinguished 
in sterility and death A nch 
physician, Goyard, assures us that the 
women employed in the nurseries and 
children’s hospitals of his country 
empirically recognize the children 
alcoholic parentage by their emacia- 
ted, shrunken-faced appearance, and 
their continual crying. He notes that 
they are the first to succumb to epi- 
demic and endemic diseases. It 
would be, however, an error to as- 
sume that the alcohol habit is iteelf 
— by direct and exclusively 
eredi influences. With the ex- 
ception of that impulsive form of in- 
sanity known as dipsomania (errone- 
ously confounded with inebriety), 
which is as apt to occur in the des- 
cendants of those who owe their ner- 
vous taint to other causes than alco- 
hol, no cases of essential transmission 
of the alcohol habit are recorded. If 
such transmission really occurred, it 
would be reasonable to t it to 
extend to the variety of liquor in- 
dulged in. The following are the facts 


by | which have led theorists to assume a

FACTS AND EVENTS. 

The steamship City of Paris, on a recent voyage, broke her own record, beating her 
best time from Queenstown by 3 hours and 49 minutes. Her actual time from Queens- 
town to Sandy Hook lightship was 5 days, 16 hours and 18 minutes. 

Frankfort-upon-Maine, Nov. 16.— Most of the unfortunate workpeople who were in- 
jured in the explosion at the Hanau gunpowder factory have died from their wounds 
after enduring dreadful suffering. The number of deaths now amounts to fifteen. 


A Reuter’s telegram, dated New York, Nov. 20th, says:—In consequence of heavy 
rains many districts in the States of New York, Maryland, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania are flooded, bridges in some cases being washed away and railways blocked. 

The Emperor of Brazil was dethroned on the 15th inst., and a Republic has been pro- 
claimed throughout his former dominions. The revolution was accomplished without 
bloodshed, and trade in Rio Janeiro was interrupted for twenty-five hours only. The 
event came like a thunderbolt from a clear sky. 

New York, Nov. 19.— The works of Messrs. Knowles and Taylor, at East Liverpool, 
Ohio, have been consumed by fire. This was the only factory in the United States 
where the finest kinds of opaque china were made, Messrs. Knowles and Taylor having 
long been without rivals. The loss is estimated at three hundred thousand dollars, 


Baltimore, Oct. 22.—Secretary Carter, of the health board, has received a report from 
Asiatic Turkey, showing the extent of the epidemic of cholera in Mesopotamia. The 
total deaths from cholera from July 27th to September 20th was 6,163. In Bagdad 
there were 924 deaths in five weeks, in Nazin 486, Bassano 450, Kerkak 485, Kerbela 
343, and Chatra 345. 

EARTHQUAKE SHooKs.—St. Louis, Nov. 2.—A very perceptible shock of earthquake 
was felt at 1.53 this morning, and had sufficient force to shake a tall building. It lasted 
two seconds; direction east to west.—Cairo, Nov. 2.—A heavy shock of earthquake, ac- 
companied by a loud report, was felt here at 1.50 this evening, for one minute; direction 
from southwest to northeast. No damage is reported. 

Advices received at Queenstown from China state that a terrible disaster occurred on 
the 11th ult., owing to the river Yang-tse-kiang overflowing its upper banks for a dis- 
tance of 100 miles, drowning upwards of 1,000 natives, close on 15,000 persons being 
rendered homeless and starving. Several of the river port towns were swept away by 
the flood, and the crops are irretrievably ruined. 

New York, Nov. 20.—The United States squadron, which sailed hence so proudly two 
days ago, has returned somewhat ignominiously, having been driven back by the storm 
which is now raging all along the eastern coasts. The cruisers were quite unable to 
make headway against the tremendous seas, and their commanders acted wisely in put- 
ting back. They sailed again to-day. Enormous damage has been done already by the 
storm at a number of seaside resorts. 

San Francisco, Oct. 22.—The Japanese papers state that a complete return from the 
prefecture of Achi show 685 people drowned and 121 injured during the floods of Septem- 
ber lith. Over 1,000 houses were swept away, and a thousand acres of crop destroyed. 
In a review of the calamities caused by the floods during the year, the Japan Mail says: 
Incomplete returns show that twelve prefectures have been devastated, 2,149 people 
killed, 155 wounded. Over 90,000 were deprived of the means of subsistence, More 
than fifty thousand houses were swept away or submerged, 150,000 acres of crops des-

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NECESSITY OF REVELATION. 


—— — 


Mrs spiritual condition in this life is a lowly one. His understanding 
naturally is darkened, and without revelation from God, either by means of 
the written or spoken word, he is not able even to conceive of the first prin- 
ciples upon which eternal life is founded. But though in the possession of 
the Word of God, yet when this is held verbally only it becomes a “savour 
of death,” even as it is written: “Who hath made us able ministers of the 
new testament; not of the letter, but of the spirit; for the letter killeth, but 
the spirit giveth life” (m Cor. iii, 6) The “new testament” to which refer- 
ence is made comprehends the Gospel of Jesus Christ; but we are assured 
that the bare “letter” thereof ministers death. To be of avail unto salvation 
it must be accompanied with the Spirit, which alone giveth life. The causes 
which bring about this ministration of death by the “letter” of the Gospel, 
are not chargeable to the Word of God. They are set forth as originating in 
man himself, for the Apostle says: “But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him; neither can 
he know them, for they are spiritually discerned” (1 Cor. ii, 14). 

Now, the “things” of the Spirit of God, and those of God and of His Son 
are identical, and consequently embrace the Gospel. We read as follows: 
“ He (the Spirit) shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall show 
it unto you. All things that the Father hath are mine; therefore said I, he 
shall take of mine and show it unto you” (John xvi, 14,15). It is evident 
from the sense of these Scriptures that though the principles of salvation 
are published to the world in the revelations of God, or the Bible, a work 
must be performed upon the soul of man before he can understand the 
things revealed; that is, understand them unto salvation, He must be 
fitted to receive the “things of the Spirit ;” he must be brought into a con- 
dition wherein he esteems as the wisdom of Omniscience those principles 
which aforetime he regarded as “ foolishness.” If this work is not performed 
there is no salvation for him, unless we assume that men in their natural 
state—infidels and those who scoff at the wisdom of God—are all heirs of 
eternal life. But this change or conversion necessarily involves the principle 
of revelation. No such transformation can be effected without it. No one 
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ean look upon any of the Gospel principles at one time as foolishness, and 
afterwards squarely reverse his opinion and view them as the truths of God, 
unless they are shown to him in their true light as such. If this is not done 
the mind cannot fail to continue regarding them as it did before. Truth 
when thus presented to an individual is laid bare, disclosed or unveiled to the 
understanding; in other words, it is REVEALED to him. 

Again: All Christians claim that they have been “called out of darkness 
into His (Christ’s) marvellous light” (1 Peter ii, 9). But with this proposition 
they must also take the doctrine of revelation. We have no knowledge of 
any “light” which is not a revealing power or principle. The light of the 
stars and that reflected by the planets reveal their presence and position in 
the heavens. The light of the sun reveals to us innumerable things upon the 
earth, An individual who brings a “light” into a darkened room obtains a 
disclosure thereby respecting the place itself, and the things contained within 
it. They are REVEALED by the LicHT; and he to whom they are thus pre- 
sented obtains a definite knowledge of their size, arrangement, etc. Now, if 
the “marvellous light of Christ” is not also a revealing principle; if it does 
not show things as they are divinely arranged and ordained for the salvation 
of man; if it does not act as efficiently as a revealer in its sphere as natural 
light does in the sphere which it occupies, then we should cease alluding to 
it as the light of God, and of Christ, and of the Holy Ghost. Such terms 
are misleading or meaningless if that light does not disclose something to our 
spiritual vision. The Saints follow out the analogy thus pointed out, and 
maintain that the “ticuTt of CHRIST“ is a REVEALING principle, or it is 


nothing. 

Take, further, the saying which Christ addressed to Nicodemus: “ Except 
a man be born again (or from above) he cannot sx the kingdom of God” 
(John iii, 3). From this text we readily understand that previous to the 
experience of this new birth, in any given case, the kingdom of God is 
unseen by the spiritual eye. It is hid up and concealed. A man in that 
condition is practically blind in spirit so far as the work of God is con- 
cerned, for he cannot even sEE it. As a matter of fact many individuals are 
born without natural sight, but some of these afterwards obtain their vision. 
Now, who will say that, when the things of this world, the beauties of 
mountain and hill, valley, dale, river and plain, the loving features of 
friends and ten thousand other pleasing things, burst upon the vision of such 
people, they do not experience a wonderful revelation? To deny this propo- 
sition is simply to haggle about the meaning of terms. So, too, the “natural” 
man being born blind in spirit as toucbing the kingdom of God, gets a “‘revela- 
tion,” and in many cases a startling one also when his eyes are opened in the 
“new birth” to behold the spiritual work of God. 

It is written: “If any man will do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I speak of myself (John vii, 171 Here is 
an express promise of the communication of knowledge to all those who do 
the Father's will, From whence does this testimony proceed ! Christ answers 
thus: Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth is come, he will guide you into 
all truth: for he shall not speak of Himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak ; and he will shew you things to come, He shall glorify 
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me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall shew it unto you, All things that 
the Father hath are mine ; therefore said I, he shall take of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you” (John xvi, 13-15). Thus it is evident that the knowledge 
of the divinity of the doctrines of the Gospel of Christ is communicated 
by the Holy Spirit; for his office is to guide the Saint into all truth. If man 
does not obtain truth from this source, he simply does not get it at all.. The 
things which the Father hath are committed to the Son, and the Spirit takes 
of these and makes them known unto man. His manner of doing this is 
represented under the idea of a “shewing.” Now, If A., to illustrate, can 
„bew to B. something of which the latter is ignorant, without disclosing or 
revealing it to him; we may concude also that without revelation the Spirit 
of God can take the things of the Father and Son and “shew” them to man. 
But since the principle of communication or revelation in some form must be 
present in the case we have supposed, so too there must be revelation when 
the Spirit shews us the things of God. 

The following passages are very explicit upon the matter in hand: “ And 
this is life eternal that they might know thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent” (John xvii, 3). Here salvation or eternal life 
is made dependent upon a knowledge of God and of Christ. The manoer in 
which this knowledge is obtained has been clearly pointed out, thus: “ All 
things are delivered unto me (Christ) of my Father: and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither knoweth any man the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal him” (Matt. xi, 27). These 
passages are alone a sufficient warrant for the doctrine of continued revelation 
to all those who are heirs of salvation. No one can be saved unless he has a 
knowledge of God, and none know Him except those to whom He is REVEALED 
by the Son. We cannot assume that the revelation of the Father which is 
thus made necessary is that contained in the “letter” of the Gospel for that 
as already observed killeth.” 


St. Paul supplies us with very important testimony also. He says: 


But as it is written, eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which God hath prepared for them that love 
him. But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of „For what man knoweth 
the ope of a man, save the spirit of a man which is in him? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, but the spirit of God. Now we have received, 
not the spirit of the world, but the spirit which is of God: that we might 
know the things that are freely given to us of God (1 Cor. ii, 9-12). 


In these scriptures the apostle illustrates the necessity of revelation from 
God to man individually by an appeal to a plain matter of fact. By it is 
shown that as one man can not know what thoughts and purposes have been 
born, or are cherished in the mind of another man, unless they are revealed, 
so neither can any man know the things of God without revelation. The 
statement of the case by St. Paul is so plain that his meaning cannot be mis- 
apprehended. He shows us that primarily the things of God are locked up in 
the Divine Mind, or in the Holy Spirit. Now, how are mankind to get them 
By revelation certainly, if at all. In this view all Christians areagreed. But 
when the revelation in question is confounded with the written word of God, 
a great mistake is made. The Scriptures must certainly be included in “the 
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things that are freely given us of God” and the apostle states that the Spirit 
of God is bestowed that man may know the things already given. No occasion 
exists for any misunderstanding here. The relationship which the Gospel 
sustains to mankind, may be illustrated by that of a text book on mathema- 
tics, for instaace, which is placed in the hand of a child. He really knows 
no more about the principles of that science because he is in possession of 
the book than if he had never seen it. He must have teachers, who by the 
greatest painstaking, unfold, little by little, to the youthfal understanding, 
the principles which are proposed for his study. They must be made plain or 
revealed. In a similar manner the Holy Spirit takes the principles set forth 
in the text book of the science of eternal life, and unfolds them by revelation 
to the understanding of man. A pupil in such a science, without the Holy 
Spirit for a teacher, is ever learning, but never able to come to a knowledge 
of the truth.” 


Again, it may seem an easy thing for anyone having the Bible in his hand | 


to know that Jesus Christ is the Son of God. But if men, who never have 
had revelation touching the subject, were to analyze their understanding of 
the matter they would discover that they simply believe that Christ is the 
Son of God. It was by revelation, and by revelation alone that Peter knew 
this fact concerning the Savior. Christ himself so declared, as witness the 


following passages : 


When Jesus came unto the coasts of Cesarea Philippi he asked his dis- 


ciples, saying, Whom do men say that I the Son of man am? And they said, 
Some say that thou art John the Baptist : some Elias ; and others, Jeremi 
or one of the prophets. He saith unto them, But whom say ye that I am 
And Simon Peter answered and said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God. And Jesus answered and said unto him, Blessed art thou Simon 
Bar-jona: for flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven ” (Matt. xvi, 13-17). 

„Flesh and blood” here manifestly stand for human wisdom, and Jesus 
testifies that this is not competent to discover His identity as the Divine Son 
of God. If Peter could not know Christ without revelation no man can do it. 
The Savior teaches that this is a matter which belongs to revelation, and he 
to whom it is not thus given to know Him is not in the way of salvation ; 
for “ this is life eternal that they might know thee, the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent.” 

Since so much depends upon this principle, the Lord has made provision for 
its perpetuity in His Church. After having stated that His Divine Sonship 
had been disclosed to Peter by revelation from God, the Savior continued : 
* And I say unto thee, that thou art Peter and upon this rock I will build my 
church ; and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” What is this rock 
upon which the Church of Christ was to be founded? Why, the rock 
of revelation. This brings God into it actively directing and controlling 
every movement, removing every doubt, defining every duty, and vanquishing 
every foe. It gnrHRONES HIM AS THE MIND OF THE CHURCH. It clothes her 
with the wisdom of God, and prepares her for every emergency. Thus all 
may see that perpetual revelation in the Church is a Rock against which hell 
can not prevail. 

Again, we find it written : “ For I am not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ :

for it is the power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth ; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek: For therein is the righteousness of God 
revealed from faith to faith ; as it is written, The just shall live by faith” 
(Rom. i, 16,17). According to this Scripture, the Gospel of Jesus Obrist 
becomes the power of God unto salvation to those only who have faith or 
who are believers. Now, the righteousness of God which that Gospel 
verbally reveals is, in some other and special sense, revealed to faith. The 
terms used by the apostle make this fact very evident. If the revelation of 
the righteousness of God, as set forth in His word, is the same to the believ- 
ing and the unbelieving, why does St. Paul speak particularly of a REVELATION 
To FAITH? They are not the same. The revelation of the righteousness of 
God to one class is the “letter which killeth.” It is the verbal Gospel of 
Christ. The REVELATION TO FAITH is that wrought by the Spirit which takes 
the things of God,” and shows them unto the Saints. Wherever there is 
faith, there the righteousness of God is revealed, for such is the substance of 
the apostle's teachings. 

We read also that the testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy” (Rev. 
xix, 10). Prophecy comes not by the will of mun, but by the revealing power 
of the Holy Ghost, and hence the text will suffer no violence if it be ren- 
dered: “The testimony of Jesus is the spirit of revelation.” We may safely 
conclude from the sense of this passage that where there is neither the spirit 
of prophecy nor of revelation the testimony of Jesus is not found, and where 
this is not enjoyed there is no salvation. Tie principle of immediate revela- 
tion to every individual lies, therefore, at the very foundation of his Chris- 
tian life. B.
